Once you have determined if you j 
have any allowable employe business 
deductions, and. if so, how you must 
handle them, you are ready to de­ 
cide whether to accept the standard 
deduction for personal expenses, or 
to Itemize. 
The new tax law contains some 
money-saving new personal deduc­ 
tions—including interest on install­ 
ment purchases, child crae, con­ 
tributions and medical costs. 
But the new law makes no change 
In tile regulations governing the 
standard deduction. These are: 
Regardless of whether your de­ 
ductible personal expenses came to 
IO per cent of your adjusted gross 
income, you may claim IO per cent. 
if that docs not exceed the follow­ 
ing dollar limit*. 
On a Joint return, the IO per 
cent standard deduction may not 
exceed $1,000. 
On the return of married persons 
filing separately, the standard al­ 
lowance may not exceed $500 for 
each. 
Nut (Her $1,000 
On the return of all others, the 
standard allowance may not exceed 
$1,000. 
Itemizing your personal deduc­ 
tions (and remember that these may 
include 
some 
business-connected 
employe expenses you could not 
deduct from your gross income) may 
do the following for you: 
1. It may allow you to claim more 
than IO per cent of your adjusted 
gross income, since itemizing re­ 
moves the IO per cent limit. 
2. It may let you claim more than 
the dollar limits set on the stand- 
ard allowance, since itemizing re­ 
moves the dollar limits. 
Consequently, if by itemizing your | 
personal deductions you can exceed I 
either or both of these limitations; 
you will save money by itemizing, j 
since you w ill be setting aside addi- I 
tional income, tax free. 
You will find, in the instructions 
booklet mailed to you with your tax 
return forms, a section (images 12 j 
and 13. pliu two paragraphs on page j 
14» on how to claim nonbusiness de- • 


deductions. A box on page 3 of form 
1040 provides space to enter your 
Itemized deductions. 
Figure your deductions out on 
separate 
worksheets, 
and 
attach 
worksheets to your return where

But do not attach your re­ 
ceipts. bills, etc. to the return. Keep 
these among your records as proof 
of the honesty of your return, should 
it ever be questioned.

Alae, you may deduct for losses 
through damage or destruction of 
yuor property by fire, automobile 
accident, shipwreck, or tile forces of 
nature.

Bradley said in 1951 the JCS had 
“ alw ays” felt it was “ Im portant” 
no enem y should grab Form osa. 
Losing Form osa to a foe, Bradley 
said, would not force American 
defenses back to the United States 
West Coast but would “ jeopardize”

That establishm ent had been dis­ 
m antled after World War II. Only 
a shell was left. In Decem ber 1949,

Pa. An average of 23 teeth were 
taken from each patient. Their 
ages ranged from 19 to 71. 
Both sides of the patient’s face 
were treated, one side with hot, 
one with cold. Penicillin, warm salt 
mouthwashes and sedatives also 
were adm inistered 
The results, reported yesterday 
in the Journal of the American 
Dental Assn., show little difference 
in pain reduction liking either hot 
or cold. 
However the experiment proved 
most patients prefer the heat treat­ 
ment to the cold pack. 
Infra-red lamps were used for 
heat applications, ice bags for cold 
applications. Both treatm ents W'ere 
adm inistered 
for 30 minutes of 
every hour for 12 hours. Patients

after 
final treatm ents. 
Dr. Possoff undertook the study 
as part of a postgraduate course 
in oral surgery at the University 
of Pittsbuigh.
